Tattersall’s  Club  provided  support 
amounting  to  $3,300  for  the 
Australian  Commonwealth  Games 
Team  at  a  special  luncheon  late  in 
June. 

The  money  was  raised  through 
sales  of  luncheon  tickets,  through 
raffles  during  the  luncheon  and 
through  the  auction  of  a 
Commonwealth  Games  “Share 
Certificate”  autographed  by  20  of 
Australia’s  World  Champion  athletes 
of  the  present  and  past  30  years. 

The  auction  was  conducted  by 
Norman  Rogers,  who  knocked  down 
the  certificate  to  Mr  Jack  Chown  for 
$600  after  bidding  had  opened  at 
$300. 

The  raffles  were  conducted  by 
television  sports  commentator, 
Norman  May,  who  was  going  to 
Edinburgh  for  the  Games,  and  who 
commented  in  his  speech  afterwards 
that  he  was  spending  a  lot  of  time  at 
fund  raising  events  for  the  Games, 
but  would  have  no  problems  at  all  if 
they  all  resulted  in  the  amount  raised 
by  the  Tattersall’s  lunch. 

He  added  that  his  forecast  was  36 
gold  medals  or  more  for  Australia  at 
the  Games  and  said  Australia  had  a 
strong  all-round  team. 

Guest  speaker  for  the  event  was 
Mr  Peter  Montgomery,  Director  of 
the  Australian  Institute  of  Sport  in 
Canberra,  who  has  represented 
Australia  at  water  polo  512  times. 

The  Chairman  of  the  New  South 
Wales  Businessmen’s  Committee  for 
the  Commonwealth  Games,  Mr  Bill 
Young,  presented  a  Games  plaque  to 
Norman  Rogers,  who  received  it  on 
behalf  of  the  club.

To  merely  fulfil  the  basic  Fire 
Ordinance  requirements  by  building 
new  fire  stairs  would  require 
expenditure  of  no  less  than 
$2,000,000.  The  result  would  be  a 
club  which  complies  with  the  fire  laws 
but  which  could  never  realise  the 
additional  expenditure  in  terms  of 
real  estate  value. 

However,  to  build  upon  the 
magnificent  facilities  we  already  enjoy 
and  create  a  club  which  will  become 
the  envy  of  Sydney  will  ensure  that 
the  building’s  asset  value  is 
significantly  increased. 

The  project  is  now  in  the  final 
stages  of  investigation,  all  that 
remains  is  agreement  on  changes  to 
some  club  rules  to  facilitate  new 
requirements  under  the  Licensing 
Act,  and  to  finalise  the  financing  of 
the  proposal. 

A  financing  submission  is  now 
being  completed  to  establish  the 
optimum  financing  arrangements 
available  for  the  project  with  the 
emphasis  being  to  minimise  the  costs 
of  funding  to  the  Club. 

Most  importantly,  these  significant 
alterations  and  improvements  will  be 
effected  with  minimum  disruption  to 
your  enjoyment  of  the  Club.  You  will 
be  able  to  continue  to  use  the 
facilities  throughout  the  entire 
refurbishment  period. 

Your  Committee  is  confident  that 
these  changes  will  result  in 
Tattersall’s  becoming  once  again  the 
most  desirable  and  sought  after  club 
in  Sydney.  The  success  of  the 
development  will  be  assured  only  if 
members  show  their  loyalty  and 
support  to  bring  the  project  to 
fruition.
